REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1-3, 6-20 and 27-29 are currently pending as by the examiner's 
amendment above. Claims 4-5 are canceled by applicant. Claims 21-26 are canceled 
by the examiner's amendment based on the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences that affirms the examiner's rejections on these claims. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Barlow (US 6,038,551 ) teaches a system comprises a 
portable, multi-purpose, integrated circuit card and complimentary computer software 
which enables access and management of resources maintained on the IC card. 
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In regarding to independent claim 1 , Barlow taken either individually or in 
combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method for 
performing electronic transactions, in which a sender of transaction messages is 
assigned a smart card with an associated unique identity and a private key stored in the 
card in a protected manner, the sender independently of any connection to a 
communications network and without computer dialogue with a receiver, to creates a 
transaction message.
